Cut Sweet Potato 
Vines After Frost 


Sweet potato vines should be cut 
at the hill after the first killing frost 
so that the rota which attack them 
will not descend into the root*, A 
sharp hoe should be used to clip them 
at the surface ot thr gro nl It is 
not incessarv to harvest the p itatoca 
immediately, according to C K. Me* 
(Juarrir %tat.- agent for the Univer¬ 
sity ot Florida Extension Division. 
However, if wc: weather occur* it 
will he advisable to dig them as soon 
us ossibb. 

It is necesvaty lo avoid injury to 
the potatoes during harvesting since 
wounds admit decay rganUms. Ob¬ 
servance of the following recommen¬ 
dation* sent out by the United States 
DepnrtiBcm of Afficul life will Ics- 
•cn «t<>ragv trouble** 

“Care should be taken in plowing 
« ut !he potatoes to avoid all bruiting 
hy contact between the implements 
used and tile foots. The soil should 
then he scratched away from the n v* 
fatoc* a“d they should he left ex¬ 
posed for vrveral hours to dry. Pick¬ 
ing should he in padded boxes, has- 
kc s or c ate*. The roots should he 
carefully placed, not thrown into thr 
picking receptacles. Although sweet 
potatoes n-*t have the appearance 
• f be r. • ra-ily injured, they require, 
in fact, as careful handling a$ oraugts
